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Cottecting  OCd  Checfe 

by  Bill  Brandimore,  WNWA 

Collecting  old  checks  can  substitute  as  a 
poor  man’s  currency  collection.  I enjoy 
collecting  old  banknotes,  particularly 
when  they  are  in  high  grade  and  you  can 
enjoy  the  artistic  skill  of  the  engraver, 
the  artist  that  created  them.  After 
collecting  the  most  common  five  or  ten 
notes,  however,  one  quickly  gets  into  the 
rarefied  atmosphere  of  high  finance.  Put 
more  simply,  they  start  to  cost  a lot. 

A simple  antidote  is  check  collecting.  You 
get  to  collect  the  artwork,  but  without  a 
big  investment.  It  works  both  ways,  of 
course,  the  checks  will  probably  never 
be  worth  a lot  more  than  you  paid  for 
them.  In  collecting,  though,  it’s  the  hunt 
that  is  always  the  most  fun. 

I am  currently  looking  for  old  Wausau 
checks.  I follow  no  particular  rhyme  or 


reason.  The  main  thing  is,  does  the  check 
have  enough  eye  appeal  for  me  to  want  it? 

Take  the  Pierce  Food  Market  check 
accompanying  this  article.  It’s  not  really 
that  old  as  collectibles  go,  the  1 930’s; 
and  I’m  sure  it’s  not  worth  more  than  a 
dollar  or  two.  But,  I like  it,  so  that’s 
good  enough  for  me.  The  vignette,  the 
design,  if  you  will,  that’s  what  I find 
attractive  about  this  item.  A friend  gave 
it  to  me  as  he  thought  I’d  appreciate  it. 

He  collects  stamps  and  if  I run  across  a 
stamp  that  I think  he’d  like,  I’ll  return 
the  favor. 

On  this  check,  the  old  American  National 
Bank  building  is  featured  prominently. 
Standing  across  from  its  bookend,  the 
Wausau  Hotel,  those  two  buildings  must 
have  made  quite  a skyline  treat  as  you 
approached  downtown  Wausau  from  the 
west.  I haven’t  done  any  investigating 
regarding  Pierce’s  food  Market,  but 
perhaps  I will  one  day.  For  many 
collectors,  however,  that  is  the  most 
rewarding  part,  learning  the  local 
history  associated  with  the  item  in  hand. 
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When  collecting  checks  you’ll  find  that 
some  have  great  artwork,  as  in  American 
Banknote  Company  products,  or  other 
comparable  work.  These  will  be  the 
more  desirable  items  and  if  the  vignette 
is  attractive  enough  you  might  find 
yourself  parting  with  $10  or  $15.  I 
paid  $15  awhile  back  for  a beautiful 
western  check  on  a Denver  bank.  It 
featured  a beautifully  engraved  Indian 
brave  being  attacked  by  a black  bear 
defending  her  cub.  His  facial  expression 
and  the  fine  detail  of  the  action  scene 
made  this  a special  check. 

I recently  acquired  an  1878  check  signed 
by  D.J.  Murray,  who  I believe  was  the 
force  behind  a local  Wausau  concern, 
Murray  Manufacturing.  It  has  a tax 
stamp  affixed  and  a nice  rendition  of 
Liberty  holding  a faces  and  a laurel 
wreath  while  the  sun  comes  up  in  the 
background.  Stamps  are  standard  on 
checks  of  that  vintage  as  that  was  one  way 
government  raised  funds,  by  taxing  the 
issuance  of  checks.  Some  stamps  are 
better  than  others.  As  with  normal 
philatelic  concerns,  you  want  checks 
with  stamps  that  have  not  been  “killed” 
by  the  cancellation  process. 
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Another  early  check  I find  interesting  is 
one  on  “Silverthorn  & Plummer”.  That 
was  an  early  Wausau  bank  and  I assume 
the  Plummer  part  of  the  partnership  is 
the  same  Plummer  who  was  later  a 
president  of  the  American  National  Bank 
of  Wausau  and  whose  home  was  an  early 
headquarters  for  Wausau’s  Channel  7. 
Again,  more  mysteries  to  be  investigated. 


As  you  can  see,  there’s  a lot  of  fun  to  be 
had  with  checks,  and  you  won’t  go  broke 
either.  So,  pester  your  friends  to  see  if 
they  have  any  old  canceled  checks  in  the 
attic.  If  they  give  them  to  you  for  free 
you  are  off  to  a good  start.  If  they  come 
in  batches  of  50  or  100,  however,  don’t 
be  willing  to  pay  much  more  than  10  or 
25  cents  each.  Single  checks,  which 
might  be  scarce  and  which  appeal  to  your 
taste,  however,  are  another  matter... 
perhaps  $1  to  $5,  depending  on  your 
needs  and  your  pocketbook.  Good  luck! 


This  check  was  processed  by  the  Marathon  County  Bank  and  their  nicely  applied  rubber 
stamp  on  the  back  of  the  check  shows  the  check  was  paid  August  24,  1878,  the  earliest 
Wausau  check  in  my  collection. 
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In  a recent  phone  conversation  with 
NOW  board  member,  Bill  Brandimore  of 
Wausau,  we  talked  about  a NOW  show  in 
conjunction  with  the  Wisconsin  Valley 
Coin  Club’s  spring  1996  show.

WOODEN  NICKEL  AVAILABLE 

Native  American  legends  tell  of  a 
magical  "White  Buffalo  Calf  Woman" 
who  brought  spiritual  knowledge  to 
a starving  tribe,  allowing  its  mem- 
bers to  hunt  buffaloes  across  the 
Great  Plains.  Now,  a white  buffalo 
calf  named  "Miracle",  symbol  of 
Native  American  rebirth  and  world 
harmony  was  born  on  August  24,  1994 
at  Janesville,  Wisconsin.  Revered 
Oglala  Lakota  medicine  man  Floyd 
Hand  says  with  her  return  a great 
human  reconciliation  will  occur. 
Over  35,000  people  (American 
Indians  and  others)  from  all  over 
the  world  have  made  the  pilgrimage 
to  Janesville  to  revere  the  white 
calf.

FIRST  ARMENIAN  COMMEMORATIVE 
STRUCK  BY  BRITISH  ROYAL  MINT 

The  British  Royal  Mint  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Central  Bank  of 
the  Republic  of  Armenia  to  strike  a 
25  Dram  silver  Proof  commemorative 
to  celebrate  the  issue  of  the 
nation's  first  currency.  An 

extremely  lew  mintage  of  only  10,000 
pieces  has  been  authorized. 

Located  in  what  used  to  be 
southern  Russia,  bounded  by  Georgia, 
Azerbaijan,  Iran  and  Turkey,  Armenia 
was  a part  of  the  Transcaucasian 
Federation  of  the  old  Soviet 
Socialist  Republic  whose  currency  it 
used. 

The  reverse  design  of  the  1994 
dated  25  Dram  silver  Proof  features 
the  apricot  and  its  Latin  term 
"pronus  armenikus"  reflecting  that 
legend  says  Armenia  is  its 
birthplace.  The  word  Apricot 

appears  in  English  below  the  Latin. 
The  inscription  ARMENIACA  appears 
around  the  circumference. 

The  obverse,  displays  the 
Armenian  Coat  of  Arms  supported  by 
an  eagle  and  a lion  regardant.  The 
Arms  consists  of  a shield  depicting 
Mount  Ararat  with  Noah's  Ark  above 
and  also  incorporates  the  Coats  of 
Arms  of  the  four  Kings  of  Dynasties 
of  historical  Armenia.  The 

inscription  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  ARMENIA 
in  Armenian  script,  surrounds  the 
design.

There  are  too  few  people  in  the  world  like 
Art  Zoellner...  a laid-back,  humorous  and 
delightful  man  who  happened  to  collect  and 
deal  in  coins.  Art  died  July  18,  1995  at  the 
Marshfield  Nursing  Home  where  he  resided 
for  the  last  2-1/2  years.  He  was  85  years 
of  age. 

Art  was  a part  of  the  first  NOW  bourses  - 
one  of  those  proudly  called  the  “NOW 
Dealers”  in  the  1960-1980  time  period.  He 
owned  and  operated  the  Marshfield  Coin 
Company  with  his  wife,  Hazel,  from  1960 
thru  1971.  He  served  on  the  NOW  Board  of 
Governors  from  1968  to  1976,  a thoughtful 
and  steadying  influence  in  a legislative  mix 
of  younger  and  more  experienced 
numismatic  leaders. 

Art  founded  and  nourished  the  Marshfield 
Coin  Club.  Our  meeting  place  at  the  Patio 
Restaurant  was  incumbent  upon  food 
purchases  by  members.  Since  very  few  of 
the  young  members  had  food  AND  coin 
collector  money,  Art  frequently  bought 
sandwiches  for  club  members  to  retain  and 
ensure  our  meeting  place. 

Lingering  and  persistent  health  problems 
limited  the  numismatic  activities  in  Art’s 
later  years  and  his  lovely  wife,  Hazel, 
passed  away  in  1993. 

The  “young  lions”  of  the  NOW  founding  (now 
all  in  the  60-and-over  group)  offer  only  kind 
remembrances  of  this  personable 
numismatic  friend.
